Parliament Vote 
Will Seat 26 MP’s 


The election of Parliament for the Spring semester will 


be held today. 


The big contest~is in the House of Commons, where the 
majority of the budget for the 1969-70 year will be handled. 
One of the major budget areas worrying some students is the 


allotment for athletics, At least 
two contestants for Parliament say 
they will push to see that athletics 
receive a greater share of the bud- 
get. They are John Jensen and 
Hammond Root. 


Candidates for a _ variety of 
ASMPC positions are competing 
in the campus election being held 
today. 


MPC’s student government takes 


the form of a Parliament, with a. 


House of Lords representing $15 
student body card holders; a House 
of Commons representing all other 
students, and a Judiciary which 
will rule on House decisions if 
asked.

Only five out of the 2,794 day 
students at MPC feel worthy to 
run for the three positions in the 
Judiciary: Zack Miller, Jerryl 
Jones, Bruce Heidemeyer, Mary 
Ann: Vasconcellos, Marilyn Ray- 
burn. 

Bruce Heidemeyer is running 
for both the Judiciary and the 
House of Lords. 

The petitions for placement on 
the ballot were distributed Monday 
of last week. The petitions had to 
be signed by 30 people and turned 
in no later than Wednesday. This 
did not give the participants much 
time to campaign since the elec- 
tions are today. 

The newly formed election com- 
mittee failed to have a quorum in 
its first meeting. Charles Brown, 
the Prime Minister, took it upon 
himself to make the decisions, 
which should have been handled 
by the election committee. These 
decisions involved election ques- 
tions such as what the petitions 
should say and when they should 
be turned in. 

Since Parliament will decide the 
budget for next year, it is hoped 
that more students will vote. 

The budget this year totalled 
almost $49,000. 


Candidates Speak to Voters

Charles Brown 


Unity is the main theme of 
Charles Brown’s campaign for re- 
election to the House of Commons. 
Brown, who was Prime Minister 
last semester, hammers at the need 
for unity between students, be- 
tween students and faculty and be- 
tween’ the campus and community. 

Concerning the last Parlia- 
ment’s accomplishments, he said, 
“We formed a student committee 
for student-faculty discussion of 
problems. We_ supported Leon 
Brown’s demands. It doesn’t mean 
that we want a separate building 
for a Black Student Lounge. 
Rather, we want a place where the 
black student can find identification 
with others of his race.” 

In relation to his major objec- 


tive, he stated, “We want unity. 
Unity is also communication. I 
feel that a mandatory black course 
for all students will lessen the bar- 
riers between races. We want more 
black literature in the college li- 
brary. My ultimate goal is to start 
functioning as a student, ready to 
face the world. Still I don’t want 
to make any promises if I’m elect- 
ed. I want to act when the situa- 
tions can be faced at the proper 
time and place.” 

He added, “This semester we 
want more interest from the stu- 
dents in school politics. Last se- 
mester very few suggestions were 
brought up to Parliament. I would 
like to see more interest from the 
students, from the faculty and from 
the community.” 


Jack Davenport 

Jack Davenport seeks re-election 
to the House of Commons, having 
served one term. 

During his term he noticed what 
he considers to be a lack of mutual 
understanding between the mem- 
bers of the House that has been 
created in his opinion by an over 
representation of a particular seg- 
ment. He thinks that all the stu- 
dents should become equally in- 
volved in the political activities, 
thus acquiring a balance of power 
which the government in_ his 
opinion has lacked. 

Davenport will not seek nom- 
ination to the office of Prime Min- 
ister because he thinks his time 
would only allow him to be active 
as member of the House. 
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John Jensen 


John Jensen, candidate for the 
House of Commons, feels that the 
student government is in need of 
improvement. 

In Jensen’s opinion, student in- 
terest in the government is low 
because “no one knows exactly 
what is going on.” Jensen stated, 
“If elected I, will bring the stu- 
dents closer to the government.” 

In addition, Jensen sees a need 
for improvement in the student 
police force. “The student police 
force is poor. They’re just there. 
Their job is just a status symbol. 
If I can I will adjust the police 
force,” Jensen said. 


Jerryl Jones 

Jerryl Jones is a candidate for 
the Judiciary branch of the stu- 
dent government. His basic goal is 
to raise more funds for student 
loans. 

Jones currently is the president 
of United Students Union and re- 
cently has become interested in 
forming a committee that will help 
the students to form small busi- 
nesses on campus. He has been in 
touch with members of a group 
which has successfully formed a 
similar project on the San Fran- 
cisco City College campus.

“T feel that students placed in 
responsible positions should act 
responsibly.” 

Ed Ralph, a fourth semester 
student here, is running for House 
of Commons, and he has definite 
ideas about student government. 
He is concerned that the present 
student government has not re- 
sponded to the will of the majority. 
“IT think in this election people are 
getting concerned for the first 
time. We can thank the present 
government for that because they 
are doing things not in the interest 
of all students,” he said. 


“T’d like to improve communica- 
tion between the government and 
the student body,’ he added. 
“Rather than censor El Yanqui, 
I’d like for EY to reach out and 
become involved in student govern- 
ment.” 


Tor Rippy 


Tor Rippy is running for the 
House of Commons. 

He became involved in student 
activities during the time when he 
was managing editor of EY. Later 
he founded Students for Humane 
Action and Free Thought 
(SHAFT), and started his own 
publication named the Student 
Voice. 


Rippy explains the goal of his 
political career as “creating sharper 
awareness among the students and 
the people of the community.” Be- 
ing involved in club activities, he 
forsees a correlation between the 
current club members and the 
members of the new government. 


In this sense he thinks of the 
BSU as the most organized politi- 
cal power on the campus, and pre- 
dicts the creation of another strong 
political black bloc that will be- 
long to this party. 


Hammond Root 


“The Athletic Department needs 
a greater voice in the student gov- 
ernment.” 

According to Hammond Root, 
the athletic program needs a 
greater share of the budget for 
next year. 

Hammond is running for the 
House of Commons this semester 
in the hope that he can give those 
who are interested in athletics a 
greater say in what goes on. 

Hammond has had experience in 
student government before coming 
to MPC. He is a third semester 
student and a PE major. Teacher- 
coach or pro baseball is his ulti- 
mate goal. 

“I want to represent those who 
feel athletics are important.”

“I'd like to achieve unity—real 
unity that gets rid of color con- 
sciousness at MPC.” 

Doby Lewis is running for the 
office of Representative in the 
House of Commons. 

Lewis is a member of BSU: on 
camipus and was. the founding 
President of the Afro-American 
Association at Pacific Grove High 
School. 

If elected to the House, Lewis 
hopes to run for Justice. “I want 
to carry out and maintain equal 
justice and righteousness on cam- 
pus.” 

‘Law and sociology are his fu- 
ture goals. 

“T believe that the black students 
at MPC this second semester will 
achieve higher goals in education, 
higher heights and deeper depths 
and communication within them- 
selves and with the community.” 


- Bob Siler 


Bob Siler, a sophomore general 
education major, has announced 
his candidacy for the House of 
Commons. Siler, who is running 
for a seat in the MPC student 
government for the second time, 
said that it is time for the student 
government to change hands. 

Siler charged that the present 
student government is unrespon- 
sive to the will of the majority of 
the students here. He also said 
that he is against block voting in 
Parliament and was alarmed at 
Parliament’s attempt to censor the 
student newspaper. He said, “I am 
suspicious of a Parliament that is 
afraid to let its students know 
what it is doing at its meetings.” 
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andidates Offer Their Plans 


Harry Smith 

If elected to the House of Com- 
mons, Harry Smith would offer a 
new change. 

“T’ve seen what the student gov- 
ernment has done in the last se- 
mester, and I feel I can do a better 
job,” said Smith. “They don’t do 
as much as they could do. The stu- 
dent government should reach all 
the students.” 


Smith said that he disagreed 
with parts of the election code, and 
also with voting blocs. Each issue 
should be handled differently, and 
not necessarily in terms of blocs. 
He feels that there is a wall be- 
tween the students and their gov- 
ernment, and he would like to 
make students more aware of what 
Parliament is and what it is doing. 


Keith Souther 


Unity is the one goal Keith 
Souther wants to achieve if elected 
to the House of Commons. 

Souther sees many different 
groups on the campus that are 
active within what he considers a 
limited realm. He thinks that a 
united front consisting of these 
groups would be more forceful in 
fulfilling what he considers to be 
the most urgent and common 
needs. 

Keith is a member of United 
Student Union (USU), and was in- 
volved in the merger of this group 
with the newly established students 
for Unified Action (SUA). He feels 
that both groups are trying to ac- 
complish the same things, and that 
their merger will create a bigger 
and more effective front.

Why Parliament Did It

of Lords because he wishes to learn 
just what the House has done, is 
doing and can do. Stephenson feels 
that there is a woeful lack of com- 
munication between student gov- 
ernment and students and desires 
“to get something done in the 
House of Lords -that would bene- 
fit all.” He would like to see a bet- 
ter and more sophisticated social 
atmosphere at MPC, with more 
presentations like the Sir Douglas 
Quintet-Cold Blood concert held 
recently. Other familiar problems, 
such as traffic and parking are also 
of primary interest to Stephenson. 
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Says the candidate, “In. looking 
at the record, it’s very hard to de- 
termine just what the House of 
Lords has done in the past. As a 
member of the House I would try 
to see that it funetions on behalf of 
the students, and would try to es- 
tablish closer relationships between 
the House and student organiza- 
tions, including much closer con- 
tact with the campus newspaper,” 
and BSU. 

“T feel,” says Stephenson, “that 
a vote for me is a vote for peace of 
mind.” 


Otis Stevenson 

Otis Stevenson, the incumbent 
chairman of the House of Com- 
mons is seeking re-election to the 
House. 

During his current expiring 
term he has carried out a number 
of motions. Stevenson has made it 
possible for the holders of ASMPC 
cards to have 10% discount on 
their books. A number of paper- 
backs that are mostly about the 
position of black people in the 
country are being brought to the 
Book Store as a result of Steven- 
sons efforts. He also tried to lower 
the price of food in the Union but 
he has not yet succeeded. 
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Providing the students with more 
recreational activities is his basic 
goal after being elected to the 
house. 


Troy Spindler 

After running for football this 
fall Troy Spindler will now run 
for the House of Commons. Spind- 
ler said that athletes have failed 
to participate in student govern- 
ment and he hopes his candidacy 
will help change this. 

Spindler, a general education 
major, said, “All students should 
take a more active part in govern- 
ment.” He also feels that more 
communication is needed between 
the MPC Parliament and its stu- 
dents. 


Donald Stratton 


Donald Stratton is running for 
House of Commons, because he 
doesn’t like the way things are 
going now. 

“IT want to see student govern- 
ment put back in the hands of the 
students and not run by one or- 
ganization. The student govern- 
ment should represent the students 
aS a majority.” Straton, an elec- 
tronics major and president of the 
Young Demorcats, complained also 
that the student government 


doesn’t pay attention to students. 


Last semester he went to a special 
meeting of Parliament with an idea 
he wanted to air, but, he said, Par- 
liament wouldn’t listen to him. 
Straton would like, if elected, to 
invite all students to talk at Par- 
liament meetings. 

Staton is concerned about the 
lack of landscaping on the campus, 
and he would like to have the 
weekly “student hour” with MPC 
President George Faul revived. 


Al Viewig 


Al Viewig is a bearded man in 
his early twenties, who was prime 
minister of ASMPC during the 
spring of 1968. His activities in 
school politics has made of him 
one of the better known characters 
on campus. 

He is president of the Ski Club 
and a Member of Parliament. He 
is also “considering” the idea of 
running for prime minister in the 
next election. 


Questtioned about student gov- 
ernment, he commented, “the 
present form of government is 
satisfactory and I don’t think it 
should be changed. Of course it 
has faults but this country’s gov- 
ernment has its faults too. That 
doesn’t mean that I’m against it, 
or that I don’t like it. It is quite 
satisfactory within its limitations.” 


Peter Wasowski 


Peter Wasowski is a candidate 
for the House of Commons. 

He is a Sophomore majoring in 
psychology. He has been quite 
active while attending MPC. He 
was president of both Ski Club 
and Flying Club. 

Wasowski believes that the cur- 
rent government does not truly 
represent the students. He thinks 
that his experience in the student 
government would help him to 
correct the existing situation. He 
also says that he will be able to 
devote more time to his activities 
since he is handling a lighter 
schedule.
